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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have been fully considered 
but Examiner respectfully disagrees. Examiner believes Dang suggests that the length of the tie members can be modified in order to 
create a suitable combination of torsional stability and longitudinal flexibility (col. 7, lines 28-39). One of ordinary skill in the art would be 
motivated to seek ways in which stents with similar strut motifs are interconnected. Fischell et al. disclose a way, which one of ordinary skill 
in the art would recognize, that allows w-shaped elements to be interconnected by shorter length tie members. Fischell et al. disclose that 
this interconnection pattern provides increased longitudinal flexibility and relies on omitting interconnections between the shortest lobes 
(col. 3, lines 17-29). The modification proposed by Examiner omits the interconnection between the shortest lobes and places it onto the 
longer, outer lobes of the w-shaped elements of Dang (keeping Dang's preference for only interconnecting w-shaped elements which open 
towards eachother). Applicant has argued that there are many ways to make this modification other than what Examiner has proposed but 
these alternate forms of the modification result in a non-uniform spacing between tie members in a circumferential direction (as shown in 
Applicant's drawings). Neither Dang nor Fischell et al. disclose this non-uniformity. The passage from Dang cited by Applicant (col. 5, lines 
20-29) actually confirms that it is not critical for the central lobe to be connected since Dang discloses that it is only preferred. Dang 
discloses several optional features as 'preferred' such as the stent being preferably balloon expandable. 
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
